That the Kaiser 
early manifested 


a haughty and arrogant attitude and1 
that this was fully illustrated .when 
Wilholm II visited Denmark, is the 
statement of Raomus B. Anderson who 
was American minister to Denmark at 
the' time. Mr. Anderson served at the 
court of Denmark from 1885 to 1899, 
and his early impressions of the 'Ger- 
man Kaiser were unfavorable. 


"Soon after Wilhelm II had ascended 


the throne he sot out to pay visits to 
his coJJcftgu'es among the rulers of the 
nations," said Mr. Anderson in explain- 
ing his'first interview with the Kaiser. 
"If I remember correctly he first went 
to- Vienna arid paid , hia respects to 
the emperor of Austria. Thence he 
went to St.. Petersburg to visit the 
czar of Russia. His next stop was at 
Stockholm! where he was the guest of 
King Oscar, II. From Stockholm he 
came, to Copenhagen. He ^as accoTK- 
•panied by Count Herbert Bismark, son 
of the iron

him at-the custom house landing and 
was one of the guests at the grand 
'dinner given in the kaiser's honor by 
tha king.

IN GREAT, DEMAND 


Revolution in Method of Hand- 


ling Follows in North 


Carolina 


1 WINSTON-SALEM, N. C., Doc. 24— 
A complete revolution in tho method 


of handling leaf tobacco from the time 
it is gathered from the field until it 
is ready for the market has been made 
recently in Piedmont, North .Carolina, 
ono of the largest tobacco-growing sec- 
tions,' to moot- the'-incrcasing1 demand 
for bright tobacco used in the manu- 
facture of cigarettes. The now meth- 
od saves slnbor, time and fuel. For 
many years, the growers in this diu 
trict have bent their energies toward 
raising tobacco regardless of the qual- 
ity, .since virtually all grown was used 


the manufacture of chewing to- 


bacco. ' They would allow the tobacco 
to mature in the field and when it be- 
gun, to;-' turn yellow .would, commence 
jatliering it, cutting the whole stock 
and 'stripping the leaves after curing 


heat: 


Under tho new 'method* the leaves are 


Stripped from the stalk in the field ac- 
cording to tho degree of ripeness. The 
iobncco is "topped" in tho field, so each 
stalk wirf have an average of about 
twelve-leaves, so tho process of strip- 
pine requires about four trips over 
the field, at' intervals of three to four 
days, allowing the sjeaves to mature 
regularly and. evenly. - 


Tho new process has several- points 


of advantage, tho first and main one 


ng, that the leaf is allowed to cure 


evenly and bright. The stripping pro- 
cess which permits of speedier hand- 
ling has resulted in a much shorter 
marketing time. The average amount 
sold each year on the Winston-Salom 
market in recent years has been about 
25,000,000 pounds, though the crop of 
1916 amounted to only about 17,000,- 
000. 
Last year the crop sold for an 


average of about eighteen cents 
pound, the largest in the history of the 
market. This year with more 
thrm 


half the crop sold, tho overage price 
paid for it to November 1 was more 
than thirty cents a pound.

Battery Box Drain 


A hole should be drilled inr the bot- 


tom of the metal battery box, to allow 
water or acid that happens fo overflow 
to make''its escape. This operation is

The best way to pre-. 


nerve these cleats is to boil them- in 
paraffin before they are put in place, 
nu this prevents deterioration due to 
the action of the acid.

High test gasoline' or bis- 
ulphite of carbon is best to use for 
thinning.

Herb its possible vir- 
tues end.' Being an oil it will attack 
the rubber connections in the water 
system with a savage delight that will 
quickly destroy all such links in the 
'system.

HEENAN ORIGINAL 


"DOPED" FIGHTER 


"I .was drugged" has long been', a 


favorite alibi of defeated pugilists, but 
the first instance of such a claim be- 
ing set up may have had some truth 
in it. 


Many old .time ring followers be- 


lieve that John C. Hecnan was only- 
telling the truth whon he declared that 
his defeat by Tom King was duo to 
poison. The memorable j battle -.be- 
tween the Irish-American giant, Hec- 
nan, and Tom King, for the champion- 
ship and,J10,000, was fought in Eng- 
land just fifty-four years ago today, 
Dec. 
19, 1S63.. Heenan fought gamely 


for twenty-four. rounds, -and was half- 
killed before he wes'.fmally stopped by 
the Englishman. 


Heenan's' followers dealared that he 


had been "doped" and this belief was 
shared by many others. The big .Ir-' 
ish-Amcrican was a machinist bei'orc 
he entered the ring, and it was .an 
encounter with ..n fellow worker which 
first j-ftve him the idea of taking up 
the fighting game. He. went to Eng- 
land in 1860 and was matched with 
Tom Sayers, the champion. Sayers was 
comparatively light ic .weight, and on- 
ly B feet 8, while Heenan was 6 feet 
1. Tho Englishman.was clever, but he 
couldn't escape the American's terri- 
ble punch and was all but out when 
tho police Interfered. 


Hecnan imagined that)he was rob- 


bed of the victory, and after knocking 
out tho champion's seconds and biff- 
ing tho refere* be ran from the ring, 
although Hecnan never got his, 
and, 


us Buyers immediately announced his 
retirement from the ring, Heonan be- 
came the first heavyweight champion 
of tho world. 


While in England Hecnan married 


Miss Adah Menken, one of the most 
populaf octresscs of the day, and- a 
great favorite with the, nobility and 
literary light's, hor friends including 
Alexander Dumas and Charles' Dickens. 
She soon tired of the pugilist and se- 
cured a" divorce.

was immediately taken up by other 
ring performers and ever since it has 
been the the custom' for. boxers to re- 
mark before a fight, in the presence of 
the newspaper- men,, that they were 
feeling "dopey.1."

Compared with, tho sixty-nine deaths' 
from pneumonia during the week pre- 
vious and the seventy-eight during the 
corresponding week last year give some 
indication of the prevalence of the di- 
sease. 


Avoidance With Prceautlons 


'Philadelphia need not f«ar a pneu- 


monia and grip epid»mic if tho people 
will take proper precautions," the Di- 
rector said. 
"Dry feet, .-warm cloth' 


Ing, -warm homes and good food are 
prime pneumonia antidotes." 


Last winter Doctor Krusen request- 


ed the Philadelphia ' Rapid 
Transit 


Company to keep the ventilators iii all 
street cars open, no matter what the 
weather. Thus far this year very few 
street cars are properly ventilated, it 
was said. So Director Krusen will re- 
peat hifl request of lust year.
